Month in Alabama, and Ron Smith, 


Director of the Coffee County 
Department of Pensions and 
Security, said the proclamation 


offers a good opportunity to remind 
the public about the need to start 
suspected child abuse and neglect. 

Smith said that millions of 
children throughout the country are 
victimized by child abuse and 
neglect every year. He said the 
problems exist everywhere, 
including Coffee County. 

‘Last year, we received 206 
reports of child abuse and neglect in 
our country, but we know abuse and 
neglect are not always reported, "’ he 
said, **Statewide, the Department of 


reason to believe that a child is in 
danger.”’ 

The law does not require 
certainty on the part of those 
reporting abuse or neglect. Also, 
those making reports are protected 
from any legal action, civil or 
criminal, that a parent or someone 
else might seek to initiate. 

‘*Reports can be made orally or in 
writing,’’ said Smith. ‘All it really 
takes to make a report is a phone call 
to the Coffee County Department of 
Pensions and Security at 897-2268. 

The Director stressed that the 
Department of Pensions and Security 
receives and investigates reports of 
both child and neglect. The law 
defines ‘‘abuse’’ as ‘harm or 
threatened harm to a child's health

I got a chance to go fishing a little while this past weekend and did catch a few 
fish. It was quite a thrill to drop that popping bug into a little spot that 
“looked perfect"’ and see the water explode and know instantly the big 
bream were on the bed! Maybe it is the cool water, the shallow water where 
the beds are, or whatever -- but those fish are awful skittish. After you catch 
one or maybe two, then they get lockjaw for ten to twenty minutes and you 
catch nothing but mosquito bites.

The Alabama legislature is at that point of the session where stalling tactics 
rule the roost and deals begin to emerge from the backrooms.

A Ft. Rucker helicopter crashed Monday morning south of town killing all 
three military men aboard. We don't know what caused the crash, but our 
immediate thoughts were to recent news reports of claims that Bell 
Helicopter, who builds the Huey that crashed Monday, was aware of some 
design problems that could cause the main rotor to flap down and clip off the 
tail rotor. Anyone who understands the principle of the helicopter knows that 
when this happens the aircraft has an instant appointment with the ground. 
We don't know that there is any design flaw, and if so, if it was involved in 
these three deaths; but we would sure feel awful knowing we had designed 
the copter and known flaws had caused these deaths. 


We received several very timely news releases from the IRS last week just 
days before the deadline for filing income tax returns.

PASTOR’S CORNER 


REV. EDWIN LORD 


THE PURPOSE OF 
THE RESURRECTION 


In John 3:16-18 we find at least 
one of the purposes for the resur- 
rection of Jesus. The fact that Jesus 
Christ bodily arose from the grave is 
one of the best attested facts of all 
times; tens of millions of people have 
believed it as a solid fact apart from 
heresay, surmise or guesswork. 
Many have refused to stop at 
so-called ‘‘scientific’’ evidence - they 
have gone on to more convincing 
measures, such as the evidence 
recorded in the New Testatment; a 
personal experience with the risen 
Savior and the evidence as revealed 
in the lives of believers. | feel this is 
enough evidence to convince any 
common intelligent person that the 
resurrection is a FACT. 

There are several purposes for 
the resurrection; or at least I feel 
there is, and I would like to mention 
three or four of them. First of all 1 
understand this was the will and 
purpose of God the Father. Jesus 
did not want to go to the Cross; we 
find several places in the Gospels 
where Jesus prayed that this cup 
might pass om Him. On each 
occasion He also prayed that the 
Father's will be done and not His 
own.  His+desire was that the 
Father's will be done. 

Jesus said in John 16:7 ‘‘Never- 
theless I tell you the truth; it is 
expedient for you that I go away; for 
if | go not away the Comforter will 
not come unto you. But if 1 depart I 
will send Him unto you."’ If Jesus 
had not been resurrected then we 
would not have the Holy Spirit. The 
purpose for His coming was that we 
might have the power that He alone 
can give. Jesus admonishes all His 
followers to be sure they have the 
power of the Holy Spirit. In Luke 
24:49 Jesus says, ‘‘And behold |! 


send the promise of my Father upon 
you; but tarry in the city of 
Jerusalem until ye be endued with 
power from on high.’’ Jesus gives 
His disciples their commission in 
Acts 1:8 and we find this demon- 
strated throughout the Book of Acts 
and especially in Chapter 2. 

I feel that one of the most 
important purposes of the Resurrec- 
tion, at least as far as we are 
concerned, is that through His 
Resurrection we are saved. Jesus 
said in John 12:32, ‘And I, if I be 
men unto me.’’ There are many 
other places where the Bible tells us 
that our salvation depends upon the 
Resurrection. Romans 10:9-10 tells 
us, ‘That if thou shalt confess with 
thy mouth the Lord Jesus and shalt 
believe in thine heart that God hath 
raised Him from the dead, thou shalt 
be saved. For with the heart man 
believeth unto righteousness and 
with the mouth confession is made 
unto salvation.”’ 

The final purpose of the 
Resurrection that I would like to 
mention is that, because of it we may 
overcome death. Paul tell us in I 
Corinthians, chapter 15, that 
because Christ arose from the grave 
we through Him can experience this 
same resurrection. Jesus said to 
Martha in John 11:25-26, ‘I am the 
Resurrection and the Life; he that 
believeth in me, though he were 
dead, yet shall he live; and who- 
soever liveth and believeth in me 
shall never die."’ Those of us who 
are believers in Christ are living in 
the first resurrection and I praise 
God for the fact that we will be 
resurrected from physical death 
when Jesus comes the second time. 

I hope you have accepted Him as 
your Savior and you too will be in 
that final Resurrection when He 
comes.

Hunter Education Available 


In Alabama 


BY: STEVE RUGG & WENDY NELSON 


In 1973 the Alabama Department 
of Conservation and Natural Re- 
sources, Game and Fish Division, 
established the Hunter Education 
Program in Alabama. 

The Hunter Education is a 
federal aid program operated under 
the Pittman-Roberts Act. Its funding 
comes from the federal excise tax on 
firearms and ammunition and is 
provided to the state on a 75/25 
matching basis. However, the state 
must appropriate and spend the 
money first, then the federal aid 
program will reimburse 75 percent of 
the amount spent, up to the total of 
the state allocation. 

Purpose of the program is to 
certify students and citizens (since 
1900) of Alabama to be safer hunters 
by teaching them the basics of 
firearm safety. It was designed to 
eliminate as many hunting-related 
accidents as possible, encourage 
recognition of sport hunting and 
sport shooting as viable outdoor 
recreation activities, increase the 
sportsman’s as well as the general 
public's awareness and knowledge of 
Alabama's wildlife resources and 
their management, create an aware- 
ness and sense of responsibility 
among hunters and other outdoor 
persons of their legal and ethical 
responsibilities when enjoying or 
harvesting wildlife, thus improving 
the image of hunters and the sport of 
hunting; improve hunter's skills, 
techniques and proficiency, and to 
instill among hunters and other 
outdoor persons a respect for private 
and public property and 
acknowledgement of the rights of 
others. The individuals who com- 
plete this course are not expected to 
be faultless hunters or expert 


marksmen, but better sportsmen by’ 


having a better understanding of the 


responsibilities that go with the use 
of firearms. 

Some Zion Chapel students are 
among those who have completed 
this course and who have become 
certified hunters in the state. They 
have learned the care and storage of 
guns and ammunition and proper 
gun loading along with many other 
things such as game identification 
and laws. The students recently 
received their certificate, patch and 
identification card that, if legislation 
passes, will be required in order for 
people 16 years of age to receive 
their hunting license. Sarah 
Campbell, Angela Jackson and 
Donna Ruggs are among the ZC 
students who have completed this 
program, taught in their agri-busi- 
ness course, Harold Stewart, 
instructor.

two automobiles Sunday afternoon 
left two dead and hospitalized three 
others. two of them in serious 
condition.

Bids Cause Complaint 


The Elba City Council met 
Monday evening for what was 
assumed would be an uneventful 
meeting. However, a bid opening 
brought a challenge from a local 
electrical contractor that the city 
wasn't complying with the law. The 
matter remained unsettled at the 


close of the meeting. 

The city was opening bids on 
installation of a new heating and 
cooling system at the senior citizens 
building ‘ocated in the old city hall. 
One bidde:. Harold Spicer of Spicer 
Plumbing and Electric, produced a 
small printed booklet he described as 
containing the names of all firms 
licensed by the State of Alabama to 
do business within the state. He said 
that upon passage of the law, 
contractors in business for the past 
two years could get the license by 
just paying the fee, but after then 
everyone would take the test. He 
noted his firm was the only one in 
this area listed in the book published 
by the state as having the license. 
Spicer said, ‘'tf the law is going to be 
the law, let's enforce it."’ 

Only two bids were received on 
the project - Spicer’s and one from 
Tucker Electric. Tucker was low 
bidder with a bid of $4258 and Spicer 
bid $4647.40, After the bid opening 
councilmen expressed confusion as 
to their proper position on the 
matter. They ultimately agreed to 
close the bidding to any additional 
bidders and to call a special meeting 
to decide the proper bid winner as 
soon as Mayor English could check 
the legality of the matter. 

Spicer said he wasn't opposing 
Tucker, he just wanted the law 
enforced. ‘In fact you can give him 
this bid immediately as far as | am 
concerned. That is how much 
respect I have for the man and his 
ability.”’ 

Councilman Sonny Inman made 
the motion to settle the matter in a 
special meeting It passed 
unanimously. 

Spicer also noted that Alabama 
law required the city te hire a 
building inspector to inspext all new 
construction and SC ABlina, 
insuring they meet the minimum 
standards. 


In other action the council heard 


Police Chief John White tell the 
council that both the front door and 
the air conditioning unit needed 


about $300 of repairs. 

Also the council rescinded a 
motion made at the last meeting to 
close a platted street that had never 
actually been opened. The street 
between David Stokes’ and Curtis 
Smith had been closed under the 
assumption that the above two men 
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were the only affected property 
owners. However, Roland Powell 
approached the council and pointed 
out that he had property that could 
be adversely affected. The action 
will now be advertised, a hearing 
held and action taken or denied after 
that procedure. 

City elections will be held July 10
